Announcement of the acquirement of 
the Western Union—for years known 
as a Gould property—by the American 
Telephone and Telegraph Co., came to- 
day from Boston. The ‘acquisition of 
the Western Union-and the recent ab- 
sorption of various district Bell telé- 
phone companies in various parts of the 
country, indicate a large increase in the 
present capitalization of the parent com- 
pany, the American Telephone and Tele- 
graph Co. 

The« present capital stock of the 
American Telephone and Telegraph Co. 
is $300,000,000 in stock and $228,000,000 in 
bonds. The Western Urfion has a capi- 
talization of $125,000,000 stock and $,- 
000,000 in bonds. 

Postai Remains Independent. 

Offic of the Pastel. Telegraph Co. 
stated that their company. would remain 
independent.

“There is much to be gained by the 
joint construction and maintenance of 
the plant and by its common use to the 
greatest possible extent, but the great- 
est advantage would follow the placing 
of the millions of telephone subscribers 
in close and reliable connection with the 
receiving and dispatching offices of the 
telegraph companies. 

“While some provision for this after a 
manner exists today, a lack of harmony 
and co-operation between the compa- 
nies and an inability to agree on meth- 
ods of fixing responsibility’ has limited 
its utilization to cases of absolute ne- 
cessity.

I leave the Washington National

Taken to New York: as Witness, 
Says He Knows Reason of 
Concealment, 


NEW YORK, Nov. 16—Harry K. 
Thaw was brought to this city from 
Matteawan today to testify in the suit 
of Dr. Allen McLane Hamilton, allen- 
ist, against Mrs. Mary Copley Thaw, the 
prisoner’s mother, for $7000 alleged to be 
due for professional sérvices in examin- 
ing into Thaw’s mental condition after 
the killing of Stanford White. 

Thaw cheerfully greeted the lawyers 
in court, then turned to the newspaper 
reporters and handed them a signed 
statement, in which he inveighed against 
the sealing of the papers in the Astor 
divorce case.

CRANBERRY SAUCE. 

From the New York World. 

With this year’s cranberry crop esti- 
mated at 4,700,000 bushels, exclusive of 
the large production of Cape Cod, mak- 
ing a crop nearly twice as large as that 
of last year, the State Department has 
sought to find out the possibilities of | 
Europe as a market for the surplus. 
Unfavorable reports have beer received 
from consuls in England, France and 
Germany. : 

In. London the demand for cranberries 
is confined almost exclusively to the 
American colony. Many years ago Sir 
Joseph Banks cultivated the berry in 
Engiand, and at one time Lincolnshire 
and Norfolk supplied all that England 
needed for tarts, pies and an acid sum- 
mer beverage that had some popularity 
there. Nowadays, outside of the Ameri- 
can berries, confessedly the best, Sn- 
gland imports berries from Sweden and 
Russia. 

The French are reported ‘to regard the 
eating of cranberry sauce with fowl or 
game as “a mild form of barbarism,” 
And yet the cranberry was a “sacred 
plant” with the Druids, who gave both 
government and religion to Gaul 2000 
years ago. However, France was not 
then the leader in creating fashions for 
the inner or the outer man. 

The German people are more appre- 
ciative, but their Government has pre-
